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Underground Water Survey.

The United States Geologloal Sur
vey has recently made an Investiza-
tion of the underground water ln the
Portales Valley, New Mexien, to as-
cerisin the popsibilities of utiliziog
it for lerigation, This valley 15 lo-
cated In the east contral part of the
tertitory, in the semi-arld belt, where
considerable success bas beon al-
talned by dry farming methods, but
where the productivity of the soil
would be immensely increased If wa-
ter could be artificlally applied.

The physlography of the valley Is
peéculiar, It & approximately fifty
miles long and ten miles wide nand is
depresaed soveral hundred fect below
the high plaing of the surrounding re-
glon, 1t has & southeasterly trend
and slopes with a slight gradient in
this direction.

Certain conditions existing in this
valley are peculiarly favornble to the
recovery of the underground water
Porous materinls e near the surface
and are underluln by imperyvious clays
In the lowest portion of the valley
these porous materials are saturated
with water nearly to the top, and this
water s freely given up to shallow
and Inexpensive wells and can be
lifted to the surface at relatively
small cost, A further ndvantage llea
in the regular topography which
makes [t easy to lead the water over
the land.

A cvonsideration of all the factors
involved points to the conclusion that
under favorable conditions water can
be profitably pumped for frrigation,
but that where the water ls at consld-
erable depth, whore the power i ex-
pensive or is wastefully applied, or
where any other conditions are un-
favorable the expense of pumping
may be greater than the value of the
crops that can be grown with the wa-
ter,

In a test made at Portales a wall
ninety-#ix feet deep was pumpod at
the rate of B80 gollons o minute by
means of 8 centrifugal pump operated
by a gasoline engine. The water here
normilly atands 16% feel below the
surface, but pumplog lowered it 1o
twenty-elght feet. In this test a quan-
tity of gasoline costing approximate-
Iy $350 wns consumed in bringing to
the surface one ncre-foot of water—
this Is enough water to cover an acre
to a depth of a foot. This was a f(alr
test for an ordlnary small pumping
plant, but with the monst economicul
machinery and foel the cost ocould,
perhnps, be materinlly teduced.

A popular aplnlon prevalls that the
eupply of underground water Is in-
exhaustibie, but this belief Is erro-
neous.  The quantity of wpigr now
stored In the ground is sofficlent to
frrignte thoroughly the entire valley
for only o few yeats, Moreover, the
removal of any conslderable portlon
of this underground swore will lower
